NEW YORK (WNS)-—-Without mentioning Dr. John Slaw- 
Son, executive vice-president of the American Jewish Committee, 
hy name, Benjamin Browdy, president of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, this week rejected Slawson’s assurance (NJP, 
Feb. 22, 1952) that Israel would not grant official status to the 
Jewish Agency.

“IT welcome the opportunity to 
greet the members of the Amer- 
ican Council for Judaism at their 
Eighth Annual Conference,” Dr. 
Glueck said in his greeting. 

“Tt is my fervent prayer that 
your deliberations will result in 
a deepening and emphasizing of 
the philosophy of our American 
Judaism which must be, and 
with God’s help, ever shall be, 
liberal in theology, resolute in 
practice and fervid in faith,” the 
message added. 

“We have desperate need of 
devoted men ang women blessed 
with a creative faith; a faith that 
American Judaism shall continue 
to grow as an integral part of 
the American scene in sturdy 
and creative self-reliance , a 
faith that American Jewry and 
Judaism must and shall become 
as spiritually strong and spirit- 
ually self-sustaining and relig- 
iously creative as Jewry and Ju- 
daism were in Babylon in days 
long gone by, and as they have 
been in other countries and 
climes since then.” 

Dr. Glueck made no mention 
in his greeting of the anti-Zion- 
ist fight of the Council.

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BIG Day HResults Good; 
Local Conflicts Averted 


NEW YORK (NJP)—A quick survey of BIG day results in 
several major cities disclosed generally satisfactory bond sales 
during the one-day major push, as well as generally amicable rela- 
tions between the local federation and Bond campaigns. 

Leading the country in total amounts sold or subscribed was 
Boston, with more than $1,000,000 reported. 4,500 solicitors can- 
vassed every section of Boston and 38 suburban cities, producing 
what was called the “amazing” results which “outstripped the 
fondest hopes of even the most optimistic BIG Day officials.” 

NOT ENOUGH PLACES AVAILABLE 

So successful was the Boston effort that more bonds were sold 
than were available places at the Israel Night Jubilee at the Hotel 
Bradford, to which all BIG Day salesmen and purchasers were to 
have been admitted. 

The Pittsburgh, Pa., effort raised more than $110,000. This 
was called by Henry Montor, executive vice-president of the na- 
tional Bond drive, one of the best showings in the land in propor: 
tion to population. 

BIG Day sales in the Greater Miami, Fla., area, netted more 
than $200,000, but the total effort of the “Purim operation” extend- 
ing over through Tuesday, March 11, raised the total to more than 
$450,000. 

TOP SALESMAN IS 12-YEAR-OLD BOY 

In Washington, D. C., $200,000 bonds were sold to 1,500 resi- 
dents, none of whom were known to have purchased bonds pre- 
viously. Top BIG Day salesman in Washington was a 12-year-old 
boy, Morris Kaufman, who won a free round trip to Israel for 
selling 50 individual bonds. 

Milwaukee is believed to have made the best per capita showing, 
with $120,000 sold to 700 individuals. 

In Philadelphia, more than $100,000 were sold, bringing the 
month’s bond efforts to the $750,000 mark, the bulk of which had 
been raised at a $1,000 bond testimonial dinner for Samuel Daroff. 

In Omaha, 90 volunteers raised more than $25,000. 

NOT CONCERNED WITH DISPUTE 

San Francisco bought moré than $51,000, called “more than 
creditable’ by a bond drive official. Relations between the Bond 
drive and Jewish Welfare Federation remain amicable. This is 
attributed principally to the fact that one man, Sam Clar, is the 
sparkplug in both campaigns. The Bond and Federation drives, 
however, continue side by side during March, community leaders 
emphasizing that they are not concerned with any jurisdictional 
dispute. They declare this to be a national level fight which is not 
reflected in the grass roots. 

NO BIG DAY HELD 

Denver continues to operate under an agreement worked out 
before the first Bond campaign, whereby there were to be no Bond 
activities from March through July and no Allied Jewish Cam- 
paign activities the rest of the year. 

Kansas City conducted no BIG Day effort, as agreed by the 
Jewish Welfare Federation and the local Bond office. Under the 
agreement, the usual sale of bonds continues, through the Bond 
office, but no special Bond efforts are to be conducted during the 
Federation campaign.

Cincinnati 
RABINOVICH is a_ distin- 
guished family name. The family 
is descended from Rabbi Isaac of 
Cracow (Poland), who was ap- 
pointed rabbi of the Polish town 
of Brody from 1696-1704. Rabbi 
Isaac was the son of a rabbi and 
the grandson of a rabbi. His four 
sons were the most influential 
Jews of Poland. His four daugh- 
ters married rabbis and so did 
his four granddaughters. In the 
18th and 19th century the un- 


official family name was “Bnei 
Harav” (Descendants of the 
Rabbi). In the Ukraina, where 


many members of the family set- 
tled as leading businessmen, the 
Hebrew name was translated into 
Russian and Polish and was rend- 
ered as Rabinovich. The cele- 
brated Jewish humorist Sholem 
Aleichem was a member of the 
same family. The family names 
Berkovich and Bernstein belong 
to the same family.

WEBER is a German and Yid- 
dish term meaning “a weaver.”

HE NEWS from Israel that some form of 
coordination will be worked out between 
the United Jewish Appeal and the sponsors of 


the sale of Israel bonds in the U. S. is encour- 
aging. 

The Post has editorialized many times, on 
the need for some form of cooperation between 
the two agencies, and if the projected agree- 
ment is forthcoming, it will be none too early. 

This is shown by the aroused situation in 
Indianapolis. 

It is true that this situation has been agegra- 
vated by errors on both sides, but nevertheless 
israel stands to be harmed by the conflict and 
no one stands to gain. 

It very likely could be that no coordination 
was possible up until this point for several 
reasons, 

One was that the American Financial and 
Development Corporation for Israel, the spon- 
sors of the bond drive, needed more experience 
in their method of operation before they could 
commit themselves. 

The other was that Henry Montor, before 
encountering serious opposition, could not 
realize that unilateral action could be tolerated 
only up until a certain point. After that uni- 
liateral action meant chaos and danger to all 
Israel efforts. 

The contention of the AFDCI that because 
it was operating in behalf of Israel it was 
beyond the scope of the authority of the U. S. 
Jewish community was arrant nonsense, If 
Ben-Gurion and the Israel Government lent 
credence to this belief by their action, then 
they were guilty of another gross mistake in 
their analysis of the American Jewish commu- 
nity. 

The position of the AFDCI is not unlike in 
some, but not all respects, that taken by the 
Joint Defense Appeal, which has withdrawn 
from the local drives in two major communities 
on the grounds that it is not getting a large 
enough allocation. Were this view to be fol- 
lowed by other national organizations, most of 
whom could claim the same grounds, there 
would be no Jewish communities in the U. S. 

What is obvious now is that it is time for 
eompromise. 

Both sides should realize that carrying the 
eonflict further will serve no end except to en- 
danger the flow of dollars to Israel. 

Mr. Montor and those in Israel who support 
him are carrying through the kind of thesis

which will destroy the advances in community 
organization in the past twenty years, These 
advances have served to quicken the maturity 
of the U. S. Jewish community, to make pos- 
sible its early democratization, and have result- 
ed in so many beneficient achievements that it 
is difficult to believe that Ben-Gurion has any 
conception at all of what he is doing. 

In Indianapolis the conflict is important 
only in that it may set a pattern for the rest 
of the U. S. Jewish community. 

But the situation is much more critical in 
New York. There no agreement exists be- 
tween the UJA of Greater New York and the 
AFDCI. 

But again we repeat that this is the time 
for compromise. Whatever arrangement is 
reached in Israel must be accepted in good will 
by both sides here lest by gradual attrition it 
be made ineffective. 

The terms of such a compromise are already 
beginning to make themselves evident. 

The AFDCI has won important goals, and 
there are some indications that it may be 
ready to move in the direction of some agree- 
ment. 

The most important gain the AFDCI has 
made is in connection with the understanding 
in most local communities that the sale of 
bonds can go on all year round except for the 
time of the height of the local annual drive. 
This seems to have been the solution reached 
in most cities. 

It is a logical sort of compromise, and re- 
sults from a willingness to do what is best for 
Israel. 

The local communities could insist that the 
spring be designated for the annual combined 
drives. That would be their prerogative, and 
that was the stand in New York of the New 
York United Jewish Appeal. 

But no doubt the action in other local com- 
munities of recessing bond sales only for the 
duration of the actual local drive is providing 
a national pattern which will probably form 
the basis of the compromise. 

This position should be acceptable to the 
AFDCI. 

In New York the sale of Israel bonds has 
not been what it might be, due in part to this 
incompatibility of the New York UJA and the 
AFDCI. 

But by now, everyone is ready for some 
agreement, and the quicker one is reached the 
better.

More On The Z.O.A. Elections 


PEAKING on his arrival in Israel recently, 

Emanuel Neumann asserted that the elec- 

tion of Rabbi Irving Miller as president of the 

Zionist Organization of America was a cer: 
tainty. 

That may be so, but Neumann made the 
prediction that his man would win hands down 
before he knew of the availability of Mortimer 
May, and, since then, the candidacy of Max 
Bressler of Chicago and of Abraham A. Redel- 
heim. 

What Mr. Neumann does not realize is that 
by aligning himself and Rabbi Silver behind 
Rabbi Miller, he may be providing the basis for 
a coalition that possibly could sweep away 
Rabbi Miller’s chances. 

If the former Progressives, who are sched- 
uled to meet soon to decide on policy and pos- 
sibly a candidate, and the Browdy forces, plus 
those who are now supporting favorite son can- 
didates were to combine, they would offer very 
formidable opposition indeed to Rabbi Miller’s 
election. 

In this connection, it should be pointed out 
that those backing Rabbi Miller are the same 
forces which permitted Benjamin Browdy, 
whom they now criticize so severely, to be 
elected two years ago. 

All of this is legitimate, even though it is 
politics. But the point is that the Silver-Neu- 
mann forces are still seeking to retain control 
of the organization. 

The late Daniel Frisch took the ZOA away 
from the Silver-Neumann group. Then Benja- 


min Browdy came into office, with the blessing 
of the Silver-Neumann forces. When Browdy 
turned to others for advice, and, in fact, later 
on actually opposed the Silver-Neumann group 
on important issues, he became the object of 
bitter attacks. 

All this, too, is legitimate. 

But more important than who is supporting 
whom, are the issues. 

These should be more important than the 
individual candidates for the presidency. 

Where does Mortimer May stand on specific 
party ties between the ZOA and the General 
Zionist Party in Israel? We know that Mr. 
May has publicly acknowledged his allegiance 
to Rabbi Silver. Does he still feel the same 
way? 

What about Mr. Redelheim’s views and 
those of Max Bressler? 

And what is the position of the Alkow 
group, Louis Lipsky, Ezra Shapiro, Dewey 
Stone and so forth? 

The annual convention should be a time 
when the organization studies the issues facing 
it, debates them thoroughly and then makes 
decisions. 

That is why The Post welcomes the an- 
nouncements of additional candidates over and 
above that of Rabbi Irving Miller and Abraham 
Redelheim. 

Nothing wil! revive the flagging interest of 
Zionists in their organization more than this 
kind of debate—that is if the debate is kept 
open and run on a democratic level.

TEN Mr. and Mrs. Irwin 
Stark left Indianapolis last 
summer at the close of the first 
Jewish work-camp in U. S. his- 
tory, I promised to look them up 
on one of my trips to New York.

I met Rabbi Hoffman again, 
and was introduced to his son, 
who is going to do some work as 
a paid agent of the Society, and 
Henry Kohn, the distinguished 
young New York lawyer who is 
the moving spirit behind the or- 
ganizational part of the work.

IT WAS ALL very pleasing, 
since everyone likes to see some- 
thing they have pushed make 
headway. The Society is planning 
two or three work camps for 
this summer, and is considering 
taking in high school students. 

For those late comers to The

ZOA LEADERS OPPOSE ‘PARTISAN

@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
Recent issues of your paper 
eontain letters (Seymour B. 
Liebmann, Leon Ilutvich, and 
Leo Auerbach) in which these 
three gentlemen, each in his 
own way, points to the desirabil- 
ity, nay the necessity, of having 
the ZOA support the General 
Zionist Party in Israel. 

The ZOA became the great or- 
ganization in American Jewish 
life simply because it was not 
affiliated with a political party 
in Israel. The ZOA represented 
general (with a small g) Zionism 
in the original sense of Herzl 
and Weizmann.

If the stubborn fellows who 
fight coordination between Israel 
ponds and UJA would take the 
trouble to read Zionist history in 
America they might learn some 
thing. 

They might learn that the 
struggle between Brandeis’ fol- 
lowers and Lipsky followers al- 
most paralleled what is happening 
now.

The United States can issue 
bonds to build waterways, or 


- electric generating stations. The 


Red Cross cannot issue bonds. Its 


work requires gift dollars. While 
its investment is an investment 
in human values such invest- 
ments can not pay interest or re- 
pay capital. 

I happen to believe strongly in 
Israel investments. I am ready 
to prove that if all Jews who can 
do so had invested in Israel bonds 
to the extent of their capital and 
earnings that Mrs. Leonard and I 
invested, the $500,000,000 Israel 
bonds would have been sold by 
now. 


Israel bonds are essential. But 
as Eliezer Kaplan, Israel Minis- 
ter of Finance, rightly asserts, 
gift dollars will be needed by 
Israel for at least five years. The 
gift-dollars in fact protect the in- 
vestment dollars. Unless gift dol- 
lars:-come in freely, investment 
dollars will have to be used up 
for current relief instead of cap- 
ital investment. 

It may be that some people 
who see only their little jobs 
can’t or don’t want to realize this.

‘PHILANTHROPY,’ SUPER-EFFICIENT, 
HAS LOST WARMTH OF ‘TSEDAKA’ 


By CARL ALPERT 

UND-RAISING in the United States has without doubt been culti- 

vated to a finer degree than anywhere else in the world. And 
particularly in the Jewish area fund-raising has become a Skill, an 
art, sharpened and perfected. ? 

The solicitation of vast sums of money is 
achieved by armies of volunteers, operating 
under the direction of a corps of professionals, 
Plans are made with methodical efficiency and 
the project carried on with all the necessary 
paraphernalia of a big business. Indeed, fund- 
raising for Jewish causes has become a big busi- 
ness. 


. 





One must not minimize the results that have , 
been attained by applying tht methods of indus- ALPERT 
trial and commercial titans to philanthropy. Record-breaking 
amounts of money have been made available through the various 
chests, federations and welfare funds on a scale which all the 
pushkes in the country could never hope to approach. Innumerable 
lives have been saved, institutions rebuilt, anti-Semites vanquished, 
youngsters educated, diseases combated, banquets consumed, diets 
changed, laws passed, salaries raised, income taxes reduced and 
families united from the immense proceeds. 


ESPITE all the gain, however, there has been a loss aS well 

a loss not to be minimized. We have for the most part met 

the demands which were fixed, but we have lost the spirit and the 

meaning of “tsedaka.” We give large and ever larger sums as part 

of a mechanical process to fill the assigned budgets; we bow to 

social pressure in making out our checks; we figure carefully the 

percentage borne by Uncle Sam in our munificence—but we give 
without humility and without the heart. 

We are called upon to give to multiple causes for unknown 
reasons, pyramided into one gigantic fund in the name of economy 
We complained, perhaps, when we used to be ap 
proached scores of times by individual solicitors, each of whom 
insisted on explaining the needs or the worth or the values of his 
cause. Today our single contribution is divided among all the 
approved beneficiaries, but the transaction has become cold and 
commercial. 

We know little of the uses to which the funds are to be put, 
We do not wish to be told. We do not know why these organizations 
have been selected as the beneficiaries, or why thse others have 
been eliminated as “unworthy” of community support. We do not 
know who sit in the seats of the mighty, and by their decisions 
approve these causes for funds and existence, consign these causes 
to extinction because support is denied. We do not know who 
make the decisions, nor why. 

- 

URELY philanthropy, “tsedaka,” in the Jewish sense is more 
than the filling of quotas. The act of giving, if it is to be 
meaningful and significant, must enrich him who gives equally as 
it helps him who receives, It must be more than an annual habit 
prompted by skilful use of huckstering methods. No matter how 
large the sums we give, if it is money alone which we offer, we are 
giving in niggardly fashion. We must take a warm and human 
interest in those whom we would help or cure or house. More 
than money, we must bring the warmth of human kindness, the 
depth of human understanding, the sweetness of human concern. 

See, then, how backward we have become. As our gifts in- 
creased in pecuniary value, they lacked proportionately the essence 
of the spirit. We stand aloof and apart, dispensers of largesse, but 
with comprehension which goes not beyond the assigned budget. 
Refugees in Europe, scholars in the library, Israelis on their soil— 
they are becoming more and more distant from us. With our 
checks we purchase immunity from further concern with them. 

And so the huge fund-raising machines, nationally and in each 
community, absorb the last few remaining independent appeals, 
and their lists are bloated with the enumeration of their bene 
ficiaries. The quotas are increased, the checks multiplied, the fan 
fare heightened. The huge campaigns succeed or they fail—but 
the yardstick of success or failure has been drastically reduced. 

In short, we have become automatons who move when the cam: 
paign directors press the button!

ae LL, LET’S talk politics,” said Dr. Israel Goldstein when 
we sat down to have a quick sandwich at the Zion Hotel, 

m Haifa. 

Dr. Goldstein does not like to waste any time. 
Americans who came to the session of the Jew- 
ish Agency Executive in Jerusalem are busy 
resting up before the meetings, Goldstein utilizes 
the day or two he has to see what’s what in the 
country. This time, he wanted to see the projects 
connected with the Bond Drive. 

I received a call from Jerusalem from the 
Bond Drive office that Dr. Goldstein was coming 
on Wednesday morning to Haifa, and would we 
provide a guide. I willingly placed myself at his 
disposal and made tentative arrangements with Lee Harris of the 
Bayside Land Corporation, with Sasha Goldberg of the Fertilizers 
and Chemicals, and with Kurt Ruppin of the Kishon Development 
Project. And I told my boss, Mayor Abba Khoushy, and some mem-

visitor. 

Instead of 11 a.-m., as scheduled, Goldstein arrived at my office 
in Haifa exactly 20 minutes before eleven, having in the meantime 
visited some places in ‘Tel Aviv that morning.

WAS NOT in my office, and my secretary told him I had gone 
I over to the Museum wing. He made straight for that place, but 
I had in the meantime walked into the Municipal Court to have a 
cup of good Turkish coffee made the Viennese way by a refugee 
from those parts who owns,the concession.

Hejmskirk is a famous Dutch engineer who is acting as Consultant 
to the Government of Israe] on the Kishon harbor development.
